The mother of a severely 
disabled baby is devastated 
after one of the country’s 
leading children’s charities 
axed an outreach pro¬ 
gramme which she de¬ 
scribed as her “guardian 
angel”. 

Aimey Shears, 32, from 
Wallington, Sutton, has been 
helped by carers from the 
Children’s Trust, based in 
Tadworth, since 2012, as part 
of an outreach programme 
for nine families in Sutton, 
part funded by Sutton Coun¬ 
cil and by charitable dona¬ 
tions from the trust. 

Mrs Shears’ two-year-old 
daughter Evelyn suffered a

brain injury at birth and 
was diagnosed with cancer 
in both eyes aged two weeks. 

The outreach service, 
which has been running for 
five years, provides the ex- 
teacher with vital respite 
support as well as providing 
a specialist team familiar 
with her daughter’s needs. 

But the service will stop in 
at the start of April after the 
trust, a leading charity for 
children with brain injury 
and multiple and complex 


disabilities for 30 years, de¬ 
cided not to renew the 
contract for its provision 
with Sutton Council. 

Mrs Shears said: “I just 
don’t understand how they 
can justify closing down 
such a valuable service? I 
value the work the trust do 
inside the trust house with¬ 
out question. I’m just gutted 
it seems to be the trust’s sole 
focus now. 

“You’re shaken when dis¬ 
ability is presented to you in 
life and you didn’t expect it. 
You’re thrown sideways and 
then we had people coming 
in and telling us they can 
help us and ‘Your daughter 


isn’t weird’. They are 
guardian angels.” 

Mrs Shears said an em¬ 
ployee at the trust told her 
the service costs the charity 
money, rather than making 
a profit, and if demand was 
to rise, would require the 
trust to hire agency staff. 

In a statement Dalton 
Leong, chief executive of the 
Children’s Trust, said: “As a 
charity, we must use the do¬ 
nations we receive from the 
public to make the greatest 
difference to as many chil¬ 
dren and families as possible 
and there are now other or¬ 
ganisations who are better 
placed to provide this 


service than us, so we took 
the decision not to re-tender 
for the contract.” 

But, despite repeated re¬ 
quests, the trust has refused 
to reveal how much the ser¬ 
vice costs, how many carers 
are employed, what will hap¬ 
pen to them and if other bor¬ 
oughs are affected. 

A Sutton Council spokes¬ 
man said: “We were happy 
with the service the Chil¬ 
dren’s Trust provided. We 
would have been more than 
happy with them continuing 
to do it. 

“We are in a transitional 
process to find alternative 
providers.”

Helping out

An Epsom Council spokes¬ 
man said it abandoned at¬ 
tempts to pump water from 
outside Bourne Hall Park in¬ 
to the horse pond on Friday. 

Two pumps had failed to 
make any impression on the 
floodwaters so the council 
brought in a further two on

The combined force of four 
pumps moved in the region of 
2,800 litres a minute, but de¬ 
spite this residents said they 
failed to reduce the height of 
the floodwater that spills 
across the main road. 

A council spokesman said: 
“It was making no difference 


to the water level. It was find¬ 
ing its own level. There have 
been talks with Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council, but I do not know 
what they are doing as far as 
drainage is concerned.” 

Councillor Clive Wood- 
bridge, who represents Ewell, 
said the next step is to check 
if clearing drains and pipes 
would have any impact. 

Coun Woodbridge said: “It 
is a spring street and water is 


rising up through the 
ground. 

“This rainwater, which was 
falling on the Downs three or 
four weeks ago, is working its 
way through. I think there is 
still water springing up from 
the ground. 

“I do not think it is a want 
of will. The council officers 
are working on it. There is no 
quick or easy answer, other¬ 
wise we would have done it.” 


Plan to build 
pitch on field 

A cricket pitch will be created 
under revised plans for shel¬ 
tered housing on playing 
fields, but concerns have been 
raised it could increase the 
flood risk locally. 

Nonprofit organisation Non¬ 
such Abbeyfield wants to de¬ 
velop sheltered housing with 
25-hour care on 2.5 acres of an 
11-acre site in Old Schools 
Lane in Ewell Village. 

The proposed development 
site is near a series of historic 
springs and just a few hun¬ 
dred yards from the flooding 
outside Bourne Hall. 

New plans released this 
week have been changed to in¬ 
clude a cricket pitch, an all- 
weather pitch and a grass 
pitch, in response to concerns 
from Sport England and peo¬ 
ple over loss of facilities. 

The design has been amend¬ 
ed so the planned pitches no 
longer overlap and Epsom 
Sports Club has agreed in 
principle to operate them. 


But Sutton Councillor Mary 
Burstow, who represents 
Cheam, warned better drain¬ 
age could result in more 
water going into local water 
courses increasing the risk of 
flooding elsewhere. 

She said: “At the moment 
building on any flood plains is 
a bad idea. It is a pain the 
playing fields are getting 
flooded, but actually the 
water is being held instead of 
rushing into rivers.” 

Graham Walker, chairman 
of Nonsuch Abbeyfield, said: 
“If there are any issues of 
that nature they will be dealt 
with. I don’t think we are ex¬ 
pecting any issues to arise.”

It was 
meant to be a giggle, a couple 
of mates having a laugh. 

“It sort of seemed to get a bit 
mad. I do not think I have ever 
talked to so many strangers in 
the space of 45 minutes.” 

The stunt has made the pair 
local celebrities after the pho¬ 
tographs went viral online. 

Mr Kerwood said that al¬ 
though they only did it as a 
laugh they hope the publicity 
will encourage the council to

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Bullying accusations fly 
in row over static caravan

A caravan owner and a 
councillor have accused each 
other of bullying in a bitter 
battle over a caravan parked 
on a posh private estate. 

Nevil True, of Pine Hill, 
Epsom, was ordered to get rid 
of the huge caravan in his 
garden in August but is ap¬ 
pealing to the Government’s 
planning inspectorate. 

Epsom Council maintains 
Mr True turned his property 
into a house in multiple occu¬ 
pation (HMO), shared by 
more than six people, and 
does not have planning 
permission for the caravan. 

But Mr True insists he does 
not need planning permission 
for the vehicle, which he says 
is only used by his family as 
an extra bedroom when they 
visit. 

Back in 2011 he won an 
appeal against a council 
order to remove his collection 
of up to 10 old cars parked on 
his driveway, which neigh¬ 
bours on the exclusive Wood- 
cote estate complained were 
an eyesore.

‘I’m fighting inappropriate 
development’: Councillor 
Tina Mountain has hit 
back at Mr True’s bullying

Last week Mr True hit out 
at county Councillor Tina 
Mountain for spearheading a 
campaign against his caravan 
by rallying residents and 
sending out circulars about 
him. 

He said: “I haven’t really 
affected anybody and there is 
a procedure to be followed 
which is what I have done. 
She’s going off the rails, she’s 
going berserk.” 

He said the council only 
notified six neighbours about 
the planning inquiry, but 
Coun Mountain contacted 
hundreds. 

Mr True said: “She’s mak¬ 
ing unfounded accusations, 
she’s bullying me, she’s mak¬ 
ing it really horrible for me.” 

But in a statement Coun 
Mountain, from the Ridge, 
Epsom, hit back, saying: “Far 
from bullying Mr True, I con¬ 
sider it is the reverse. Mr 
True is bullying the residents 
of the Woodcote estate.” 


She said: “Due to the 
strength of feeling and frus¬ 
trations expressed by the res¬ 
idents I felt it prudent to 
notify police of the situation.” 

Coun Mountain, who repre¬ 
sents Epsom Town and 
Downs, said residents had 
contacted her and she had 
passed on more 
than 120 of their 
letters and emails 
to the planning 
inspectorate. 

She said: “Dur¬ 
ing my election 
campaign I prom¬ 
ised I would fight 
against inappro¬ 
priate develop¬ 
ment in Epsom. 

“I consider that 
an extremely 
large caravan, 
propped up on 
bricks, fully visi¬ 
ble to any resi¬ 
dents and visitors 
to the Woodcote

Mr True told the planning 
inspectorate he has a varying 
number of lodgers, but ar¬ 
gued that the council was 
using the “pretence” that his 
home was a HMO to get rid of 
his caravan. 

A spokesman for Epsom 
Council confirmed it had 
served an enforcement notice 
and was waiting the results of 
an appeal. 

He said: “Without planning 
permission, there has been a 
change of use of the property 
to form a house in multiple 
occupation - with more than 
six person sharing - and the 
stationing of a static caravan 
in the front garden.” 

In a letter to the planning 
inspectorate, Coun Mountain 
said: “This is a lovely residen¬ 
tial area whose entrance is 
blighted by a house in multi¬ 
ple occupation, fronted by a 
very large static caravan and 
surrounded by many cars in a 
poor state of repair.” 

Epsom Conservative cam¬ 
paigner Daniel Race said the 
caravan was an issue for 
many residents and he hoped 
“an amicable compromise 
can be reached that benefits 
all of those affected”.

Councillor’s apology to Longmead 


A senior councillor has had to 
apologise to residents of one 
of Epsom’s most deprived 
areas for continuing delays to 
a planned redevelopment. 

Hollymoor Lane, in the 
Longmead Estate, Epsom, has 
been earmarked for redevel¬ 
opment with social and af¬ 
fordable housing for years, 
with plans to keep the exist¬ 
ing convenience store on-site 
and adding a doctor’s surgery. 
But work has still not begun 
on the project. 

An invitation to tender, to 
attract potential developers, 
was due to be published 
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online on February 7, but this 
deadline was not met. 

And the constant delays 
with the project have left 
court ward councillors Sheila 
Carlson and Dan Stevens 
questioning whether it is a 
priority for the council. 

At last Tuesday’s full coun¬ 
cil meeting, Councillors 
Stevens asked Councillor Neil 
Dallen, pictured, chairman of 
the council’s strategy and re¬ 
sources committee, for an up¬ 
date on the redevelopment. 



In his written reply, Coun 
Coun Dallen said the issuing 
of the invitation to tender did 
not take place due to a num¬ 
ber of issues with the docu¬ 
ments involved in the process 
not being ready. 

He promised he will meet 
with the officers concerned 
every week to review the pro¬ 
ject’s progress. 

At the meeting, Coun 
Stevens asked Coun Dallen if 
he would like to apologise to 
the people of Longmead. 

Coun Dallen said: “I’m more 
than happy to apologise that it 
has taken a long time. I do 


apologise to the people of 
Longmead that it has taken a 
long time. It is a very complex 
project and we have been 
doing our best to make it hap¬ 
pen as soon as possible.” 

Councillor Sheila Carlson 
raised the issue in the Labour 
party’s response to the coun¬ 
cil’s budget.

A Diocese of Guildford 
spokesman said he could not 
reveal the nature of the com¬ 
plaint, citing church rules 
called the clergy discipline 
meaure. 

But he said: “There is no 
criminal investigation. 

“The reasons for the confi¬ 
dentiality are manifold, it is to 
do with protecting the people 
involved.” 

Grounds of misconduct can 
range from breach of ecclesias¬ 
tical law or failure to do some¬ 
thing it requires to neglect of 
duties or conduct that is be 
“unbecoming or inappropri¬ 
ate” to the office. 

Diocesan secretary Stephen 


Marriott said: “We acknowl¬ 
edge Bob’s contribution to the 
life of the parish and wider 
church during his 15 years as 
rector. 

“This has been a difficult 
time for all concerned, but the 
churchwardens and other cler¬ 
gy have done a terrific job in 
sustaining the worship and 
ministry of this dynamic and 
busy parish, and we will con¬ 
tinue to support them as they 
move forward.” 

Dr Kiteley moved to Ashtead 
to become rector in 1999 after 
serving in two parishes in 
Chester. 

He gave up a career in geolo¬ 
gy to join the church in 1978. 

Dr Kiteley was offered the 
chance to comment, but has 
not taken the opportunity to 
explain what happened.

A top international fisherman 
who fished at an idyllic pond 
as a boy says it is a “shame” 
fish have been removed and 
angling banned. 

Steve Gardener, 61, has 
represented England in world 
championships since 1987, 
after becoming inspired while 
fishing at Burgh Heath pond 
in his youth. 

Mr Gardener, whose team 
has won the championships 11 
times, said: “We used to fish it 
all the time, we all used to. I 
caught my first fish at Mar¬ 
bles Way pond, but I fished at 
both of them.” 

Last September, Reigate and 
Banstead Council had more 
than 2801bs of fish - all illegal¬ 
ly introduced into Burgh 
Heath pond - removed. An¬ 
gling is prohibited. 

Mr Gardener said: “It is a 
shame, but times have 
changed. 

“I am not saying we didn’t 
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did a little bit, but the problem 
is controlling it. 

“If you put in little fish for 
the children and youngsters, 
but not big fish, then people 
would not be bothered about 
fishing at night.” 

The council has said the fish 
were removed to deter noctur¬ 
nal fishermen who had 
disturbed residents with 
antisocial behaviour in¬ 
cluding making noise and 
dropping litter. 

Mr Gardener lived on an ' 1 
estate in Marbles Way, i 
Tadworth, as a child 
and used to go fish¬ 
ing with Steve t 
Sanders, a school- i 
mate from De j 
Burgh School, 
which has now 
closed.

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Travellers group offers meeting with residents 


A charity representing the gypsy 
and traveller community has of¬ 
fered to meet residents worried 
about new permanent traveller 
sites in the borough. 

In an open letter to Timothy 
Nathan, chairman of Stamford 
Ward Residents’ Association 
(SWRA) last week Mike Doherty, 
of the Travellers Movement, to¬ 
gether with George Lister, chair¬ 
man of the Sussex Traveller and 
Gypsy Group, said they would 
like to meet members of SWRA 
and bring along a representative 
from the Gypsy, Roma and Trav¬ 
eller Police Association, a profes¬ 
sional membership organisation 
that represents the interests 
serving Gypsy, Roma and trav¬ 
eller police officers. 

Epsom Council is currently 
drawing up a new list of possible 


sites, following an outcry from 
residents and councillors when 
details of several sites from 
the original list - including areas 
of scrubland near the smart 
new Manor Park development 
and a portion of Hook Road 
Arena - were leaked earlier this 
month. 

Residents first contacted this 
newspaper from Stamford Ward, 
where Manor Park is situated, 
saying the information as to the 
potential sites had been leaked to 
them. 

The letter stated: “We believe 
that a serving Roman Gypsy, 
Roma or Irish traveller police offi¬ 
cer would be an ideal person to 
counter what we believe is the 
generally held misconception 
that gypsies and travellers are au¬ 
tomatically criminals and/or 


parasites and outside of society.” 

At a meeting of Epsom’s full 
council last week, Councillor 
Sheila Carlson asked Councill or 
Michael Arthur, chairman of the 
council’s planning policy commit¬ 
tee, why the council’s consulta¬ 
tion on proposed gypsy and 
traveller sites has been so “poorly 
managed” and whether the coun¬ 
cil had identified who had leaked 
information about the potential 
sites. 

Coun Arthur denied the process 
had been poorly managed. 

In a written reply, he added: 
“Further work is required both to 
understand future need and to 
identify suitable sites. 

“It is regrettable that premature 
and misleading information 
found its way into the media.”

HQ costs ‘profligate’ 


The Police Federation’s headquar¬ 
ters, which boasts an expensive 
hotel, a swimming pool, a bar and 
a training centre, has come under 
fire for being too luxurious. 

Federation House, in Highbury 
Drive, Leatherhead, came under 
the spotlight during a parliamen¬ 
tary debate in the wake of a 
damning independent review 
commissioned by the federation. 

Last week MP David Davis said 
the federation appears “profli¬ 
gate”, saying it spent £26m build¬ 
ing its headquarters sporting 11 
grace-and-favour apartments. 

Mr Davis said: “Frankly, that is 
extravagant enough to do justice 
to one of the London merchant 
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banks at the height of the City 
excesses. Even more outrageous 
is that, to pay for the extravagant 
cost, members’ subscription fees 
had to be raised by 23 per cent.” 

A single room with a television 
costs £74 a night for federation 
members and £99 for outsiders. 

But Mike Dodds, chairman of 
Surrey Police Federation, said: “I 
am not sure if it is lavish. 

“If you look at it on the basis 
that it is only a headquarters, I 
can see why people might think it 
appears excessive. 

“But it is not only a HQ, but also 


a hotel, entertaining and training 
facility, t is open to members of 
the public.” 

He said the HQ was not losing 
value as asset, adding: “It is not 
an expense, we have a very useful 
HQ there.” 

The Police Federation Indepen¬ 
dent Review has raised concerns 
about the transparency of “num¬ 
ber two accounts” - secondary 
accounts whose contents a num¬ 
ber of the federation’s Joint 
Branch Boards have refused to 
reveal. 

But Mr Dodds said: “We do not 
operate a number two account. 

“We do not have any hidden 
funds.”

Cupboard painting to go 
under hammer for church

A painting by an atheist 
British war artist worth thou¬ 
sands of pounds is to be sold by 
a church after it was found in a 
cupboard. 

Before the Sepulchre, a 1944 
work by Adrian AUinson, was 
discovered by a group clearing 
out the old Ruxley Church 
building, in Ruxley Lane, West 
Ewell. 

The clean-out early last year 
was in preparation for the 
church’s move to new premis¬ 
es in the same road last June. 

After contacting the BBC’s 
Antiques Roadshow the paint¬ 
ing was filmed for the pro¬ 
gramme last May, although it 
was not shown on TV, and was 
valued at £2,000 to £3,000. 

Derek Eade, the church’s 
project manager, said: “The 
painting was given to then St 
Francis of Assisi Church in 
Ewell some years before, back 
in the early 1960s, by a couple 
whose parents had died, in 
memorial of them. 

“We approached the family 
again when we were to move 
and the relatives authorised 


that we could apply to the dio¬ 
cese to sell it as they didn’t 
want it back. 

“It was like a godsend as this 
was a significant way to move 
our fundraising forward. 

“On the reverse on the paint¬ 
ing you can see where the 
artist had tried to paint a 


landscape. It is unfinished, but 
it’s two paintings for the price 
of one. 

“Another painting by the 
same artist recently sold for 
£8,500.” 

The 68-year-old, of Pams 
Way, Ewell, said the painting is 
to be sold, rather than be 


displayed in the church, be¬ 
cause the congregation felt it 
was too old-fashioned for the 
modern building. 

He said: “It’s because now we 
have a very modern church 
and the picture is very old- 
style so it wouldn’t be suitable 
for hanging in the new church. 
That was the general feeling of 
the congregation. They didn’t 
want it hanging there.” 

The painting hung in the 
chapel of St Francis of Assisi 
Church until the late 1990s 
when the building had to be de¬ 
molished due to subsidence. 

Mr Eade said the congrega¬ 
tion and its artefacts moved 
into Ruxley Methodist Church 
along the road and “the paint¬ 
ing had been forgotten”. The 
two congregations then 
formed an ecumenical part¬ 
nership as Ruxley Church. 

AUinson produced drawings 
for the Daily Express newspa¬ 
per during World War I and 
was a Government war artist 
in World War II. 

Mr Eade is currently organ¬ 
ising for the painting to be auc¬ 
tioned and money raised will 
help buy equipment for the 
new church. 


A village pub has had its 
opening hours cut after po¬ 
lice call-outs doubled 
under a new landlord. 

Officers were called to the 
Fox and Hounds in Walton 
Street, Walton-on-the-Hill, 
22 times last year, com¬ 
pared with just 10 times 
under the previous land¬ 
lord in 2012. 

Residents had also com¬ 
plained about late night 
music and drunken rev¬ 
ellers making a lot of noise 
as they left. 

The pub’s closing time 
was brought forward last 
month from 2am to 
12.30am by Reigate and 
Banstead Council’s licens¬ 
ing sub-committee to re¬ 
duce the incidence of 
trouble. 

CCTV will be installed on 
the premises, a new “Ask 
25” policy is in place, and a 
personal licensee will have 
to be present from 8pm on 
Fridays and Saturdays and 
when events are taking 
place. 

Trevor Homer, the new 
landlord, said he already 
closed the pub at the earli¬ 
er time and that the last 
year had been a learning 
curve for him. 

Rachel Turner, borough 
councillor for Walton and 
Tadworth, welcomed the 
news and is keen for the 
pub to stay open. 

She said: “The pub has

always been the centre of 
the village. But local peo¬ 
ple have not been the ones 
using it - they have had to 
collect glass from the roads 
and hear the noise at night. 

“I think the change in 
hours is going in the right 
direction.” 

Coun Turner also praised 
the landlord for his plans 
to include a smoking shel¬ 
ter and go “upmarket” with 
the restaurant.

Whenever we have 
gone to him and said we’ve 
wanted to do something he has 
always been very supportive.” 

Church volunteer Jo Camp¬ 
bell described him as a “shy, 
determined” man. 

She said: “He is very good on 
a one-to-one relationship. He 
likes things done his way.

The only conclusion we can 
draw from the Ministry of 
Defence’s plans to create an 
even bigger rehabilitation 
complex for seriously injured 
servicemen (‘Give us our say’

they are already planning for 
even more casualties in fu¬ 
ture wars.

over many years, would be 
more than adequate for mili¬ 
tary requirements and 
should be able to provide sup¬ 
port for car crash victims 
and other civilians.

looks after the pets on his 
three five-acre dog centre 
sites. 

Casalis says he thought of 
the idea for the centres, 
which include swimming 
pools, agility courses, heat¬ 
ed indoor areas, gazebos 
and big comfy dog beds, 
when he ran into trouble 
while dog walking. 

He says: “What you soon 
realise is that walking four 
or six dogs is very different 
to walking your own one 
dog. A much higher stan¬ 
dard of care is needed and 
you face all sorts of prob¬ 
lems such as unfriendly 
other dogs,

The Office for Budget Responsibility 
(OBR) estimates that with the inheri¬ 
tance tax threshold frozen at 
£325,000, the Treasury's 
tax take will climb by 60 per cent in 
the next five years, climbing from an 
estimated £3.5bn in 2013/14 to 
£5.6bn in 2018/19. 

• Grant Thornton forecasts that the 
number affected by the tax will dou¬ 
ble by 2016/17, rising 21,000 last year 
to 42,000. 

• The seven-year rule allows gifts 
made to individuals to remain exempt 
from inheritance tax as long as the 
person lives for seven years after 
making the gift.

The amount paid in inheritance tax 
is predicted to climb by 60 per cent 
by 20191. With the threshold current¬ 
ly frozen at £325,000 and with assets 
such as property rising in value, the 
number of Britons set to fall into the 
threshold is forecast to double from 
21,000 in 2012 to 42,000 by 2016/172. 
Yet despite the importance of inheri¬ 
tance tax planning, knowledge of tax¬ 
saving measures is by no means 
uniform among those whose estates 
are over the threshold. 

Awareness of the seven-year gift 
rule was the strongest, yet 18 per 
cent of affluent respondents in the 
south east were completely unaware 
of this legitimate exemption. There 
was significantly less awareness of 
the Business Property Relief, with 70 


per cent unaware of this tax-saving 
measure - a greater lack of awareness 
than the UK average (66 per cent).

The research suggests that despite 
their exposure to inheritance tax, 47 
per cent of the affluent respondents 
in the region have never sought pro¬ 
fessional advice from a lawyer, ac¬ 
countant or financial planner, higher 
than the UK average. Moreover, 16 per 
cent have never discussed passing on 
their wealth with anyone at all, the 
highest level in the UK.
